The two papers re- 
ceived by Brown or Smith, one at his 
office and one at his "home,' are worth 
only one to the advertiser, and the nine 
going to the home of Bid Jones' are 
worth only one. The papers marked 
"unknown, dead, refused, address 
un- 


known", etc., are worth nothing to the 


from spending the money In sight. 
They have a few weeks of a mad orgy 
of spending and then they are broke 
again and their old frien'ds, their bona 
fide -subscribers, from whom they for- 
merly received a steady yearly in- 
come ,on subscriptions, are all paid 
ahead from one to six years. 


They are like the Prodigal son who 


co.uld.not .wait for his inheritance but 
begged of his father to let him have it 
in advance and then went out and 
spent it in riotous living. 


The subscription contest can only be 


likened to a financial Debauch. 


In conclusion, my .friends, let me say 


there Is only one enduring method of

I regard it as a colossal fraud from 


every standpoint, unprofessional, im- 
moral and dishonest, no more justifi- 
able than the Louisiana lottery or the 
Panama oil swindle. 


It is a swindle on the competitor. 
It is a swindle on the advertiser. 
It Is a swindle on the contestants. 
It is a swindle on the government. 
It is a swindle, on the publisher. 
I can tell why it is a swindle on each 


of these—or I can quit here. 
- - 


The subscription contest is a. swindle 


the advertiser, for they are not ap- 
preciated and rarely read, particularly 
if the recipients think their names 
have been used to take 
somebody's 


chesnuts out of the fire. The average 
man or woman resents the idea of be- 
ing "worked" for somebody's else's 
benefit, arid when he gets a paper that 
he never ordered he concludes that 
there is a colored gentleman hidden 
somewhere in the wood-pile. The. pa- 
per he reads regularly is the one he 
paid his good money for because he 
wanted it. One paper looked for and 
grabbed for and read by the family is 
worth, more to 'the' advertised than a 
thousand lying in the waste-basket. 


The. subscription contest is a swin- 


dle on-the contestants because

promises them impossibilities. -. The 
daily propaganda- put out to each con- 
testant is: "You can-win the grand 
prize if you just work hard enough." 


ommon sense should convince each 


one, that if-all the contestants work as 
hard as they can, only one can win,

Some of us are growing old in the 


harness. We lose the energy and en- 
thusiasm of youth. TVe.grow weary 
and are prone to sit by the 
wayside 


and watch-younger men pass us in the 
struggle up the mount'ulnsflfc.

find it easier to stay in the ruts of 
yesterday and to slide along than to 
continually scale the heights where 
younger men delight. But wise is he 
who can realize the infirmities of age 
creeping on and call to his assistance 
voung men and young women of the 
press, who- are eager to put their 
shoulders to the wheel.
